A crop  averaging  a pint  of  fruit  per 
mother  plant  might  reasonably  be  ob- 
tained in  the  Fall  of  the  first  year,  pro- 
vided the  rainfall  was  normal  or  the 
plants  were  kept  watered  and  well  culti- 
vated. A heavier  crop  is  quite  possible 
when  conditions  of  soil  fertility,  soil 
moisture  and  culture  are  all  favorable. 

Ever-bearing 

The  tendency  to  bloom  and  bear  fruit  is 
so  strongly  developed  in  this  variety 
that  even  the  newly  formed  runners  will 
bear  fruit  of  fair  size.  The  plants  begin 
blooming  soon-after  they  are  set  out,  and 
would  bear  fruit  continuously  until  frost 
if  left  alone. 


Points  of  Merit 

“Americus”  is  a staminate  or  perfect 
flowering  variety.  The  plants  are  heav- 
ily rooted,  resist  drouth,  and  make  a 
number  of  runners  which  will  also  bear 
fruit.  However,  it  is  not  advisable  to 
allow  more  than  two  runners  per  mother 
plant  to  remain.  The  berries  are  of 
good  size,  perfect  shape,  and  equal  in 
flavor  to  the  best  June-bearing  sorts. 

To  Get  a Large  Crop 

of  berries  in  the  Fall,  all  blossoms  should 
be  removed  up  to  as  late  as  August  1. 
Ripe  fruit  may  then  be  had  about 
September  1 and  until  frost.

Special  Hints  for  Success  with  Fall  Strawberries 

Make  the  soil  rich  by  applying  a heavy  dressing  of  well-rotted  stable  manure.  If  convenient,  supple- 
ment this  by  the  application  of  chemicals  supplying  potash  and  phosphoric  acid.  For  this  purpose, 
sulphate  or  muriate  of  potash  at  the  rate  of  200  to  300  pounds  per  acre  or  5 to  7 pounds  per  thousand 
square  feet,  and  acid  phosphate  at  the  rate  of  600  to  1,000  pounds  per  acre  or  15  to  25  pounds  per 

thousand  square  feet,  would  serve  admirably;  or  instead  of  these  chemicals,  use  any  good  fertilizer  rich 

in  potash  and  phosphoric  acid,  but  containing  little  or  no  nitrogen.  Work  both  manure  and  chemicals 
well  into  the  soil.  The  Fall-bearing  varieties  produce  a crop  in  one-third  of  the  time  required  by  the 
June-bearing  kinds.  It  is  therefore  only  fair  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  extra  fertility.  It  will  pay 
well  to  do  so. 

Fit  the  soil  by  very  thorough  plowing  and  harrowing,  or  spading  and  raking. 

Set  the  plants  as  early  as  possible. 

Grow  the  plants  in  hills,  keeping  all  runners  cut,  or  in  hedgerows,  allow- 
ing each  mother  plant  to  make  one  or  two  runner  plants,  and  thereafter 
cutting  all  runners. 

Do  not  let  the  plants  bloom  at  all  until  August  1 — keep  the  buds 
or,  failing  in  this,  the  blossoms  picked. 

After  picking  the  blossoms  for  the  last  time,  apply  straw  or  other  litter 
as  a mulch  around  the  plants.  This  will  save  soil  moisture,  and  keep  the 
fruit  clean. 

If  convenient,  spray  with  lime-sulphur  solution  and  arsenate  of  lead,  or 
with  Bordeaux  mixture  and  arsenate  of  lead.  Spraying  should  be  done  at 
intervals  of  a few  weeks.  It  should  be  continued  in  the  case  of  the  fruiting 
bed  until  blossoms  are  picked  for  the  last  time.  Get  spraying  directions

JUNE  FRUITING 

Planted  This  Summer  Will  Bear  a Full  Crop  Next  Spring 

Ready  July  15 


You  do  not  have  to  have  a farm  to  grow  straw- 
berries. A small  space  in  your  own  garden  measur- 
ing only  10  feet  by  25  feet  is  sufficient  for  setting 
out  100  plants. 

With  good  cultivation  you  may  expect  from  40 
to  50  quarts  of  berries 
the  following  Spring. 

No  other  small  fruit  or 
vegetable  will  give  such 
returns  on  so  small  a 
space  as  the  strawberry. 

This  makes  it  worth  the 
while  of  anybody  who 
has  just  a ‘little  piece  of 
land  to  spare,  to  grow 
the  varieties  offered 
here. 

The  runners  made  by 
Strawberry  Plants  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of 
June,  July  and  August 
are  planted  in  small  pots 
and  are  allowed  to  root 
thoroughly.  Remaining 
attached  to  the  Mother 
Plant  they  make  a good, 
steady  growth  of  leaves. 

When  thoroughly 
rooted  they  are  cut  off 
the  Mother  Plants  and 
are  then  ready  to  be 
shipped  for  planting.  If 
set  out  during  July  and  August  a plant  of  this  kind 
will  bear  a full  crop  of  berries  the  following  Spring. 

It  is  not  at  all  disturbed  in  its  growth  by  trans- 
planting on  account  of  its  ball  of  soil  clinging  firmly 
to  the  roots,  but  will,  in  consequence,  grow  right 
ahead  as  though  never  disturbed. 

It  is,  therefore,  of  great  advantage  to  set  out 
pot-grown  plants,  as  they  will  bear  a crop  a year 
earlier  than  runners.  The  ground  laid  out  for  the 


Strawberry  bed  could  be  used  during  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June  to  raise  another  crop,  such 
as  peas,  spinach,  turnips  and  the  like. 

In  the  culture  of  the  Strawberry  it  is  essential 
to  keep  all  runners,  which  are  bound  to  form  after 

the  plants  are  set 
out,  pinched  off.  The 
plants  must  be  gone  over 
positively  once  a week 
in  order  to  save  all  the 
strength  the  roots  can 
give  to  build  up  the 
Mother  Plant. 

The  ground,  of  course, 
should  have  been  en- 
riched with  a liberal  sup- 
ply of  well-rotted  barn- 
yard manure,  spaded  in 
thoroughly  before  plant- 
ing. An  occasional  ap- 
plication of  bone  meal  or 
phosphoric  acid  is  of 
great  benefit,  as  it  helps 
to  produce  blossoms  and 
fruit.  Manures  contain- 
ing too  high  a percent- 
age of  nitrogen  should 
be  avoided. 

Pot-grown  strawberry 
plants  can  be  set  out 
any  time  from  July  15 
to  September  25  and 
they  will  bear  a full  crop  of  berries  next  Spring. 
However,  it  is  preferable  to  plant  in  July  and 
August,  as  the  plants  will  have  a chance  to  grow 
larger  before  Winter  and  a heavier  crop  of  fruit 
is  assured. 

After  the  plants  stop  bearing  remove  the  salt 
hay,  pinch  off  all  runners  again  and  cultivate 
thoroughly.  Treated  in  this  way  a bed  will  last 
from  four  to  five  years.
